W ashington, June 20.—The adm in­ 
istration currency bill was m ade pub­ 
lic by 
R epresentative Glass, chair­ 
man of the house com m ittee on bank­ 
ing and currency. 
It will be intro­ 
duced in the house and senate after 
P resident W ilson has delivered in 
person his address to congress on 
Monday. 
An outline of the m easure prepared 
by Mr. Glass describes it as "a basis 
for legislative action,’’ states th at it 
will be gone over in detail for altera­ 
tions and sets out that its purpose is 
to 
accom plish 
three 
principal 
ob­ 
jects: 
Provision of 
a 
means 
for redis­ 
counting com m ercial paper of speci­ 
fied types. 
A basis for elastic notes properly 
safeguarded. 
M achinery for doing foreign bank­ 
ing business. 
The m easure’s essentials rem ain as 
they have ben outlined from tim e to 
tim e since 
th e 
president 
began a 
study of the subject with house and 
senate leaders, Secretary McAdoo and 
other advisers, providing twelve or 
more federal reserve banks which will 
rediscount paper, deal in governm ent 
securities, exchange and conduct gov­ 
ernm ent 
fiscal operations. 
National 
banks and such stated banks and trust 
com panies as conform to standards 
would be stockholders of the reserve 
banks. 
The governm ent would hold 
no stock. 
The governm ent would control the 
federal reserve bank* entirely through 
a federal 
reserve 
board of 
seven 
m em bers in which the banks would 
have no representation. 
The board 
would be com posed of the secretary 
of the treasury, secretary of agricul­ 
ture, the com ptroller of the currency 
as 
m em bers 
ex-officio; 
four 
other 
m em bers would be chosen 
by the 
president and confirmed by the sen­ 
ate. 
The national bank note circulation 
would rem ain undisturbed and no pro­ 
posal is made in the bill for retiring 
approxim ately $700,000,000 2 per cent 
bonds upon which that note iaaue now 
rests. 
An am endm ent or separate 
bill to refund those bonds into 3 per 
cent bonds may be introduced later. 


Reserve Treasury Notes. 
In addition to the $700,000,000 ex­ 
isting national bank notes not more 
than $500,000,000 in what are to be 
known 
aa federal reserve treasury 
notes m ight be Issued at the discre­ 
tion 
of 
the federal 
reserve 
board 
solely for the purpose of m aking ad­ 
vances to the federal reserve hanks, 
which would do no business with the 
public, deal only with their mem ber 
banks and receive deposits only from 
the U nited States. 
W hile the notes would on their faces 
purport to be the obligations of the 
United States they would be required 
to be secure*! by a gold reserve of 
33 Mi per cent provided by the federal 
reserve bank and would be a first and 
param ount lien on the assets of these 
banks and would tie redeem able in 
gold on dem and of the treasury de­ 
partm ent of the cify of W ashington 
or any federal reserve bank. 
Stringent 
provisions 
are 
made 
against counting any of these notes as 
a part of bank reserves and the Bys­ 
tem is guarded agiiinst inflation by 
lodging power with the federal re­ 
serve 
board 
to 
exact 
an 
interest 
charge upon treasury notes in order 
to insure th eir prom pt redem ption 
The notes are not rpade legal tender, 
but would be receivable by the gov­ 
ernm ent and every bank of the sys­ 
tem at par w ithout exchange, 
No change would be m ade in the 
protection of other existing notes. 
The federal reserve board would re­ 
quire one federal reserve bank to re­ 
discount 
the paper of another 
and 
would establish a rate on discount, not 
necessarily 
uniform 
for all 
reserve 
banks, but m ade with a view to ac­ 
commodating 
the com merce 
of the 
country and prom oting a stable price 
level. 
For recasting the present bank re­ 
serve 
system 
the bill 
proposes to 
transfer the reserves from national 
banks In the present reserve and cen­ 
tral reserve cities to federal reserve 
banks carrying the process of trans 
fer over thirty-eight m onths to avoid 
shock to m arket conditions.

W ashington, June 20.—The senate 
com m ittee in pursuit of the "lobby” 
turned over a new leaf in the story 
of sugar and heard the details of 
the nationw ide cam paign the advo­ 
cates of free sugar m ade to rem ove 
tile duty on th at article. 
Frank C. 
Ixjwry, sales agent of 
the 
Federal 
Sugar Refining com pany, secretary 
and organizer of the “com m ittee” of 
w holesale 
grocers, 
wrote 
the 
free 
sugar chapter for the com m ittee. 
The com m ittee adjourned subject 
to the call of the chair. 
Robert S. Lovett, chairm an of the 
Union Pacific board of directors, had 
not been sum m oned to appear and 
his subpoena may not be served un­ 
til the inquiry is taken up again. 
Low ry’s exam ination featured the 
closing session of the com m ittee. Tie 
told of his attem p t to accelerate pub­ 
lic opinion and to persuade congress­ 
men and senators and spoke frankly 
of his efforts in the national cam paign 
of last fall. 
He said he furnished 
most of the sugar inform ation which 
appeared in the D em ocratic cam paign 
text book, and that he had wired, 
urging every m em ber of the resolu­ 
tions com m ittee at the Baltim ore con­ 
vention to put a free sugar plank in 
the I>emocratic platform . 
The w itness was on the stand for 
four hours and when he left he prom ­ 
ised to produce any correspondence 
in his files relating to the organiza­ 
tion of the grocers' com m ittee or his 
free sugar cam paign. 
Lowry testified th at he had con­ 
ducted his fight solely for the Federal 
com pany and th at other refiners had 
not figured in it. 
He thought the ex­ 
penses had am ounted to about $25,000 
in four years, exclusive of his salary 
and 
com m ission, 
as 
sales 
agent, 
am ounting to about $68,000 in th at 
period. 
He got nothing for his tariff 
work, he said. 
A fter many questions by Senator 
Cummins the w itness agreed th at al­ 
though all the sugar refiners did not 
seem to favor free sugar they would 
benefit only in a less degree than the 
Federal by a reduction in duty. Low­ 
ry said, however, th at an official of 
the Am erican Sugar Refining com­ 
pany, the so called "tru st,” had told 
him that free sugar "would put us out 
of business.”

Vallejo fire departm ent were needed 
to liberate them. 
Nearly all of the killed or injured 
were residents of Vallejo and vicinity.

Railroad and corporation legislation 
has been greatly com plicated by re­ 
cent suprem e court decisions, especial­ 
ly for the Dem ocratic m ajority. 
The 
decisions give more power to th e states, 
and state rights have alw ays been a 
Dem ocratic te n e t 
To legislate to take 
the power from th e states and lodge 
It w ith the federal governm ent is 
scarcely to be expected In a D em ocrat­ 
ic congress. 
And yet It is asserted 
th a t governm ental control is about the 
only practical and com prehensive m eth­ 
od of regulating common carriers. 
Besides the tariff, which has caused 
trouble, and the currency, w hich has 
yet to make more trouble, there are 
the corporation and railroad problems, 
which really m ake the great victory of 
1912 alm ost as bad as defeat. 
Added 
to these is the distribution of patron­ 
age, and, judging from w hat every 
Dem ocrat who has anything to do with 
thnt says, it appears that it proves the 
m ost annoying trouble of all. 
Power 
has its responsibilities and cares and 
troubles as the D em ocrats well know'. 


M ay Am end th* Law. 
A fter a long period the suprem e 
court 
decided 
the 
B arnhart-B ourne 
law, relating to new spapers and pe­ 
riodicals, constitutional. 
The law was 
designed to m ake publishers give pub­ 
licity as to the ow nership and editorial 
control of their papers. 
Now that it 
has been declared constitutional It is 
expected th at it will be amended in 
some particulars »o as to m ake it ef­ 
fective, but less Irksom e to the pub­ 
lishers. 


Deadlocks on M inor Mattars. 
Not since the last Democratic tariff 
bill w as passed has there been a dead­ 
lock betw een the senate and house on 
anything of great im portance. 
There 
have been deadlocks such as have ex­ 
isted for several weeks in this congress, 
but they have been about trivial m at­ 
ters or differences over am ounts In ap­ 
propriation 
bills. 
The most 
recent 
deadlock w as over reducing the num ­ 
ber of m em bers of the board of sol­ 
diers’ homes, who serve only for ex­ 
penses and dally pay w hen at work, 
which is not often. 


T alking For Morality. 
A feature of the present adm inistra­ 
tion Is th a t several cabinet officers talk 
m orality w hen occasion offers. 
Secre­ 
tary Bryan takes the lead and speaks 
for the moral uplift la all directions 
w henever the occasion will i*»rmit. 
Secretary Daniels is another who talks 
along the sam e Hue. 
The navy secre­ 
tary has frequent opportunities to talk 
to the officers and men of the navy, 
and he never fulls to im press upou 
them the better results that accrue 
from leading temi»erate and clean lives. 


Long Look Ahead. 
Congressm an W itherspoon of M iss is ­ 
sippi sought nu opportunity to visit his 
home In the sunny south recently, say­ 
ing th at he took the present period of 
house vacation because he did not ex- 
I>ect to get another opportunity to 
leave W ashington until the C hristm as 
holidays. 
H e fears there will be a 
continuous session of congress all sum ­ 
m er and through th e fall. 
O ther mem bers are as apprehensive 
of a continuous session, more particu­ 
larly if currency legislation Is to l>e 
considered. 
So far as possible, all oth­ 
er legislation has been discouraged by 
the Democratic leaders, although the 
com m ittees have been taklug up sever­ 
al bills referred to them.

Royalty Sees Man Emulate Miss 


Davison's Feat. 


Ascot, t:ng., June 20.—Harold Hew­ 
itt, fifty years old, graduate of Harrow 
and Cambridge, is dying in a hospital 
from injuries he received in the „i- 
tem pt to em ulate the exam ple of Miss 
Emily W. Davison, who was killed be­ 
neath the hoofs of the king’s horse in 
the Derby. 
H ew itt was operated on 
in the forlorn hope of saving his life, 
but he still is unconscious. 
The base 
of his skull was fractured. 
According to the Ascot police Hew­ 
itt was not connected with the suf- 
faagettes, but was of unsound mind 
and of a type peculiarly liable to be 
carried away by the initiative impulse. 
King George and Queen Mary, for­ 
m er King Manuel 
of Portugal, the 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess of 
Sweden, the Duke of Connaught, gov­ 
ernor general of Canada, and Princess 
P atricia and a num ber of lesser royal­ 
ties w ere w atching the race from the 
royal stand. 
H ew itt, the police say, is possessed 
of independent means. 
He had shown 
evidences of religious mania. A Bible 
was found on him. the fly leaves of 
which were full of quotations. 
Also, 
he had a diary in which the last entry 
was made a few hours before his mad 
act.

Dr. Vuc« tich, Who Perfected Mo dern 
8y *tem o f Identificatio n, Wo uld Ex * 
tend It’s Use to Include Ev ery In­ 
div idua l—Wo uld Pro v e Inv aluable In 
Many Cases, He Asserts. 


Every large city shou ld have a great 
central departm ent of identification, 
no t merely for crim inals, bu t for every 
one of its inhabitants, in the opinion 
o f Dr. Ju an Vu cetlch, chief of the bu ­ 
reaus of identification of the province 
o f Bu enos Aires and of the A rgentine 
war departm ent, who is now in 
this 
co untry . 
Dr. Vu cetlch is the originator of the 
first com plete system of finger print 
Identification, and he asserts tha t it is 
his system , w ith modifications, which 
Is in u se throu ghou t the world today. 
H e says tha t even Bertillon, who ap­ 
plied anthropom etry to crim inal iden­ 
tification. has adopted his system in 
spite of the fact tha t Bertillon two 
years after Dr. Vu cetlch had su ccess­ 
fu lly inau gu rated his own system in 
the city of La Plata, A rgentina, said 
that, a system of finger print identifi­ 
cation w as impracticable.

have a com plete identification of ou r­ 
selves in existence, he said. 
He pointed ou t tha t the description 
of every citizen of Bu enos Aires w as 
recorded on the governm ent records 
and tha t in the office of the m inister of 
w ar and the m inister of the Interior 
there were on file 2,(XX),000 Identifica­ 
tions, which w ere u sed not necessarily 
for crim inal, bu t for m ilitary and polit­ 
ical pu rposes. 


Sy stem o f Identificatio n. 
“I invented my system of Identifica­ 
tion twenty-five years ago,” said Dr. 
Vu cetlch in giving an ou tline of his 
life work . 
“At tha t tim e I w as chief 
of the bu reau of Identification in La 
Plata, Argentina. 
It had been recom ­ 
mended to me that I stu dy tho variou s 
system s of identification in u se and 
adopt the best. I discovered there w as 
no system In existence bu t w hat was 
deficient 
There arose Instances to 
which none wou ld respond. 
W hat in­ 
terested me m ost was B ertillon’s u n- 
thropom etric system . 
I fou nd it was 
not su fficient 
At tha t tim e a m aga­ 
zine, tho French Revu e Scientlflq ne. 
fell into my hands. 
T hat w as on the 
2d of May, 1801. 
It contained an arti­ 
cle on ‘Papillary Lines in the H ands,’ 
in w hich the au thor w ent on to show 
tha t these varied in different persons. 
Tho article referred to some stu dies 
Mr. Galton of London had made, which 
I believe w ent to prove tha t the differ­ 
ences were du e to heredity. 
Gal ton 
drew his conclu sions from the u se of 
only tho finger ami the thu m b. 
I got 
the idea of applying the test to all the 
fingers of the hand. 
“I had m any crim inals a t my dispo­ 
sition. 
I started in u sing printer’s ink 
to get my impressions. 
H ere," added 
Dr. Vu cetlch, produ cing a big card, "is 
the first finger print identification made 
in the world. 
You see it is dated ‘S ept 
1, 189 1.’ 
The first m an so identified 
w as a prisoner in La P lata nam ed 
Francisco Cnrehu lo. 
I k ept u p my ex­ 
perim enting u ntil in 189 7 I w as able to 
annou nce tha t I had perfected my sys­ 
tem. 
Previou s to that tim e, however, 
my finger prints had thou sands of tim es 
proved their efficiency. 
First to Ado pt It. 
"As early ns 19 03 I w as In com mu ni­ 
cation w ith Lombroso, the celebrated 
Italian crim inologist, and he m ade ref­ 
erence to my system in some of his pa­ 
pers. 
The A rgentine governm ent was 
the first to adopt my system , and its 
exam ple w as alm ost im m ediately fol­ 
lowed by the other Sou th American 
cou ntries. 
Since then alm ost every 
cou ntry in the world has adopted it in 
some form of other. 
"I am su rprised and som ew hat dis­ 
appointed to find here tha t identifica­ 
tion seems to be regarded altogether 
from the point of view of the crim inal 
—tha t is to say, an ordinary man ap 
pears to think it a disgrace to be on 
record on an Identification card. 
If 
you r people cou ld realize w hat an as­ 
sistance this bu s been to u s in Bu enos 
Aires in other than crim inal m atters, 
you wou ld clam or for it. 
I u nderstand 
tha t you r morgu es are som etim es filled 
w ith u nidentified dead, and that not 
infreq u ently bodies brou ght there are 
never identified, bu t are bu ried in a 
potter’s 
field. 
Perhaps 
more 
than 
one of those m ysteriou s disappear­ 
ances, which I u nderstand nre fre­ 
q u ently chronicled In you r new spapers, 
m ight be explained If you had on hand 
the means of identification we possess 
In Bu enos Aires,"

Dr. Kenyon, L ecturer at Fordham H o s­ 
pital, New York City, by Means of 
Ingenious 
A rran gem ent 
Preserves 
Child’s P u nctu red Lung by Sending 
Air Into U ninjured Member Alone. 


By a device so unusual that it seem­ 
ed to the surgeons and physicians who 
witnessed it more like a feat of leger­ 
demain than one of the most modern 
operations, Dr. James ll. Kenyon of 
New York city sustained the life of a 
supposedly fatally injured boy for two 
weeks and brought him through to 
what is now predicted will be a com­ 
plete recovery. 
The child is John Burkert, seven 
years old, of 597 East One Hundred 
and Seventieth street, New York city. 
A fortnight ago the boy was run down 
by a team and was taken to Fordham 
hospital in a dying condition. 
The house surgeon who examined 
the small patient saw that he was in 
need of instant attention and hurried 
him into an operating room for exam­ 
ination. 


Only Few M inutes to Live. 
A glance was sufficient to tell them 
that the case, from their point of view, 
was hopeless. 
The wheels of the 
heavy wagon had crushed in the little 
fellow's breast, breaking the collar 
bone and driving a fractured rib in at 
such an angle that It had punctured 
one of the lungs. The surgeons busied 
themselves doing the few tilings that 
suggested, hut agreed that within ten 
minutes the boy would be dead. 
Just then a group of surgeons and 
physicians who had t>een attending a 
clinic at Fordham university passed 
through the hospital, and Dr. Kenyon, 
who had l**en giving the lecture, was 
among them. 
He entered the operat­ 
ing room, looked at the boy and then 
turned to the surgeons. 
"He’ll not die,” he remarked coolly. 
"Bring me a quart bottle and some 
glass tubes.” 
As attendants ran to carry out the 
order and the astonished surgeons 
grouped themselves around Dr. Ken­ 
yon slipped Into a surgeon’s apron and 
gloves. As soon as the appliances ar­ 
rived he filled the bottle half full of 
water and in serts one of the glass 
tubes In such a fashion that its lower 
end remained in the water. 
One Lung Does W ork. 
Dr. Kenyon made an Incision be­ 
tween the fourth and fifth libs. lifting 
the broken rib out of the lung in 
which It was Imbedded and inserting 
the tul>e whose other end remained In 
the water. Tho second tube was then 
connected with the uninjured lung 
and the broken breast bone set 
By 
means of the tubes the uninjured lung 
received Its capacity of air, while the 
other, cut off by the volume of water, 
remained closed. 
The boy lived throughout the night 
and the day following showed symp­ 
toms of improvement The tubes were 
removed nnd replaced regularly, and 
Dr. Kenyon visited the small patient 
dally. The improvement continued, un­ 
til a few days ngo an examination 
showed that the broken ribs and collar 
bone were healing fast und that the 
injured lung was almost free of conges­ 
tion. Then the tube was removed, and 
tho child's recovery Is now only a mat­ 
ter of days. 


GOVERNMENT ISSUES 
RAINIER PARK GUIDE 


Tells How to Find Interesting P lacet 
In G reat W onderland. 


Full directions regarding the best 
nethod of climbing Mount Rainier, 
which is surrounded by one of the larg. 
est glacial systems in the United 
States radiating from any single peak. 
tire given in a circular entitled "Gener­ 
al Information Regarding Mount Rain­ 
ier National Park Season of 1913," Just 
issued by the department of the in­ 
terior. 
Mount Rainier National park is shu­ 
nted in western Washington about 
El.I miles southeast of the city of Ta­ 
coma. 
It has an area of 207,300 acres 
and includes Mount Rainier and all its 
approaches. 
Surrounding the moun­ 
tain are beautiful forests of fir and 
cedar, and in the natural parks below 
the snow line are luxuriant fields of 
wild flowers of all colors and descrip­ 
tions. 
The park is under the control 
and supervision of the secretary of the 
interior. 
Between and below the glaciers are 
numerous open slopes and valleys, 
which are covered 
with 
luxuriant 
growths of grasses, sedge and flower­ 
ing plants. 
These parks are diversi­ 
fied by growths of alpine fir and hem­ 
lock and by many small lakes and run­ 
ning streams. They present a pleasing 
contrast to the snowfields and rugged 
peaks by which they are surrounded 
and are greatly admired by visitors. 
Paradise valley is the most frequent­ 
ed of the many parks. 
The govern­ 
ment road running through this park 
and for some distance beyond the 
Camp of the Clouds makes it easily ac­ 
cessible for tourists. 
Near Paradise 
valley and at the head waters of the 
Tahoma Fork Is Indian Henry’s Hunt­ 
ing Ground, so named from the cir­ 
cumstance that it was formerly the 
favorite resort of a small band of 
Klickitat Indians. 
Grand park, between the main and 
west forks of White river, is one of 
the largest and most beautiful of these 
open tracts 
At the altitude of 6,000 
feet it is an almost level grassy pla­ 
teau, the greater part of which is en­ 
tirely without timber. 
Moraine park, 
between the Sluiskin range and the 
Carbon glacier, is n small and very 
attractive mountain valley.

for redis­ 
counting commercial paper of speci­ 
fied types. 
A basis for elastic notes properly 
safeguarded. 
M achinery for doing foreign bank­ 
ing business. 
The measure’s essentials remain as 
they have ben outlined from time to 
time since 
the 
president 
began 
a 
study of the subject with house and 
senate leaders, Secretary McAdoo and 
other advisers, providing twelve or 
more federal reserve banks which w ill 
rediscount paper, deal in government 
securities, exchange and conduct gov­ 
ernment 
fiscal 
operations. 
National 
banks and such state banks and trust 
companies as conform to standards 
would be stockholders of the reserve 
banks.

The committee adjourned subject 
to the call of the chair. 
Robert S. Ixivett. chairman of the 
Union Pacific bourd of directors, had 
not been summoned to appear and 
his subpoena may not be served un­ 
til the inquiry is taken up again. 
lx>wry’s examination featured 
the 
closing session of the committee. He 
told of his attempt to accelerate pub­ 
lic opinion and to persuade congress­ 
men and senators and spoke frankly 
of his efforts in the national campaign 
of last fall. 
He said he furnished 
most of the sugar Information which 
appeared in the Democratic campaign 
text book, and that he had wired, 
urging every member of the resolu­ 
tions committee at the Baltim ore con­ 
vention to put a free sugar plank in 
the Iieraocratic platform. 
The witness was on the stand for 
four hours and when he left he prom­ 
ised to produce any correspondence 
in his files relating to the organiza­ 
tion of the grocers' committee or his 
free sugar campaign.

May Amend the Law. 
A fter a 
long period 
the supreme 
court 
decided 
the 
Bam hart-Bourne 
law, relating to newspapers and pe­ 
riodicals. constitutional. 
The law was 
designed to make publishers give pub­ 
licity as to the ownership and editorial 
control of their papers. 
Now thnt it 
lins been declared constitutional it is 
expected that it will be amended in 
some particulars so as to make it e f­ 
fective , but less irksome to the pub­ 
lishers. 


Deadlocks on Minor Matters. 
Not since the last Democratic tariff 
bill was passed has there been a dead­ 
lock between the senate and house on 
anything of great importance. 
There 
have been deadlocks such as have ex­ 
isted for several weeks in this congress, 
but they have been about trivial mat­

deadlock was over reducing the num­ 
ber of members of the board of sol­ 
diers’ homes, who serve only for ex­ 
penses and daily pay when at work, 
which is not often. 


Talking For M orality. 
A feature of the present administra­ 
tion is that several cabinet officers talk 
m orality when occasion offers. 
Secre­ 
tary Bryan takes the lead and speaks 
for the moral uplift in all directions 
whenever 
the occasion 
w ill 
permit. 
Secretary Daniels is another who talks 
along the same line. 
The navy secre­ 
tary has frequent opportunities to talk 
to the officers and men of the navy, 
ami he never fulls to impress upon 
them the better results that accrue 
from leading temperate and clean lives. 


Long Look Ahead 
Congressman Witherspoon of Missis­ 
sippi sought nu opportunity to visit his 
home in the sunny south recently, say­ 
ing that he took the present period of 
house vacation because he did not ex- 
j>eet to get another opportunity 
to 
leave Washington until the Christmas 
holidays. 
Ile fears there w ill be a 
continuous session of congress all sum­ 
mer and through the fall. 
Other members are as apprehensive 
of a continuous session, more particu­ 
larly if currency legislation is to be 
considered. 
So far as possible, all oth­ 
er legislation has been discouraged by 
the Democratic leaders, although the 
committees have been taking up sever­ 
al bills referred to them. 


An Opinion by Williams. 
The Republicans of the senate were 
trying to make something of an ap­ 
pointment of an editor in Ohio, where 
It was shown the member of congress 
making tile appointment wanted tho 
editor to run a “ straight Democratic 
paper.”

Says Argentine Expert. 


NOT ONLY FOR CRIMINALS. 


D r. V u c *tic h , W ho Perfected M odern 


8yetem of Identification, W ould E x ­ 


tend If s Use to Include Every In ­ 


d ivid u al— W ould Prove Invaluable In 


M any Cases, He Asserts. 


Every large city should have a great 
central department of Identification, 
not merely for criminals, but for every 
one of its Inhabitants, In the opinion 
of Dr. Juan Vucetich, chief of the bu­ 
reaus of Identification of the province 
of Buenos Aires and of the Argentine 
war department, who Is now In this 
country. 
Dr. Vucetich Is the originator of the 
first complete system of finger print 
Identification, and he asserts that it Is 
his system, with modifications, which 
Is In use throughout the world today. 
He says that even Bertillon, who ap­ 
plied anthropometry to criminal iden­ 
tification. has adopted Ills system In 
spite of the fact that Bertillon two 
years after Dr. Vucetich had success­ 
fully inaugurated his own system in 
the city of La Plata, Argentina, said 
that a system of finger print Identifi­ 
cation was Impracticable. 
Dr. Vucetich asserted that the Amer­ 
ican Idea In regard to the system of 
Identification wns. all wrong.

have a complete identification of our­ 
selves in existence, he snid. 
Ile pointed out that tho description 
of every citizen of Buenos Aires was 
recorded on the government records 
and that In the office of the minister of 
war and the minister of the interior 
there were on file 2,000,000 identifica­ 
tions, which were used not necessarily 
for criminal, but for military and polit­ 
ical purposes. 


System of Identification. 
“I invented my system of Identifica­ 
tion twenty-five years ago,” said Dr. 
Vucetich in giving an outline of his 
life work. 
“At that time I was chief 
of the bureau of identification in La 
Plata, Argentina. 
It bad been recom­ 
mended to me that I study tho various 
systems of identification in use aud 
| adopt tile best. I discovered there was 
I no system in existence but what was 
deficient. 
There arose Instances to 
which none would respond. 
W hat in­ 
terested me most was Bertillon’s an­ 
thropometric system. 
I found it was 
I not sulflcient 
At that time a maga- 


I ziue, the French Revue Sdentiflqua, 
j fell Into my hands. 
That was on tile 
2d of May, 1891. 
It contained an arti- 
j cie on ‘Papillary Linos in the Hands,’ 
in which tile author went on to show 
j that these varied in different persons. 
I Tho article referred to some studies 
Mr. Galton of London had made, which 
I I believe went to prove that the differ- 
(enees were due to heredity. 
Galton 
drew his conclusions from the use of 
only the finger an<l the thumb. 
I got 
the idea of applying the test to all the 
fingers of the hand. 
"I had many criminals at my dispo- 
sition. 
I started in using printer’s Ink 
to get my impressions. 
Here,” added 
Dr. Vucetich, producing a big card, "is 
the first finger print identification made 
In the world. You see it is dated ‘Sept 
I, 1891.' 
The first man so identified 
was a prisoner in La Plata named 
Francisco Carchulo. 
I kept up my ex 
perlmentlng until In 1*97 I was able to 
announce that I had perfected my sy» 
tem. 
Previous to that time, however, 
my finger prints had thousands of times 
proved their efficiency. 


F irs t to Adopt It. 
"As early as 19051 I was In communa 
cation with Lombroso, the celebrated 
Italian criminologist, and he made ref­ 
erence to my system in some of his pa­ 
pers. 
The Argentine government was 
the first to adopt my system, and its 
example was almost immediately fol­ 
lowed by the other South American 
countries. 
Since then almost every 
country In the world has adopted it in 
some form of other. 
"I nm surprised and somewhat dis­ 
appointed to find here that Identifica­ 
tion seems to be regarded altogether 
from the point of view of the criminal 
—that is to say, an ordinary man ap 
pears to think it a disgrace to be on 
record on an identification card. 
If 
your people could realize what an as­ 
sistance this has been to us in Buenos 
Aires in other than criminal matters, 
you would clamor for It. I understand 
that your morgues are sometimes filled 
with unidentified dead, and that not 
infrequently bodies brought there are 
never identified, but are burled in a 
potter's field. 
Perhaps more 
than 
one of those mysterious disappear­ 
ances, which I understand are fre­ 
quently chronicled in your newspapers, 
might be explained lf you had on hand 
the means of identification we possess 
in Buenos Aires.”

From this

course is not wise. 
Let us make no mistake, said the 
speaker earnestly. 
Pleasure-seeking is 
the trend of the whole world. God Is 
being forgotten by ln>th poor and rich, 
and the end of the lane is near—"a 
time of trouble such as never was.” 
With the awakening of true Chris­ 
tianity has come a substitute—Church­ 
ianity. 
For years Christian faith has 
been declining, under the attacks of 
Higher Criticism and Evolution, and 
the neutralizing influence of love of 
pleasure. One Bible doctrine after an­ 
other has been dropped, while Church­ 
ianity lias come forward as a form of 
godliness, but destitute of power. 
Apparently the modern attempt to 
ignore doctrine has been a great mis­ 
take. which is now bearing its legiti­ 
mate fruit In that very few Christians 
know definitely w hat the Bible teaches 
The effect on the rising generation is 
disastrous. 
Seeing the doctrines of all 
denominations discredited, they per­ 
ceive that the Bible is classed with the 
creeds. 
This is the alarming mistake 
The sooner we are rid of our creeds, 
the better. 
But if we lose the Bible, 
are we not losing the very foundation 
of faith aud hope beyond the present? 


The Loss Is G reater to Some. 
The average man needs the Gospel 
Message of hope in order to make the 
trials and sorrows of life endurable. 
in order that these may so operate as 
to serve as lessons in eharncter-devel- 
opment and produce a desire to be ac­ 
ceptable to his Creator, and to attain 
everlasting life. 
The Pastor trusts that ministers may 
be encouraged to proclaim the Gospel j 
of Hope beyond the grave—for the 
saintly a hope of joint-heirs hip with 
Christ in His Kingdom, and for the re­ 
mainder of mankind a hope that they 
will receive only just punishment for 
sins proportionate to their wilfulness, 
and that tile Lord’s gracious arrange­ 
ment is to grant all an opportunity of 
restoration to human perfection in a 
world wide Eden — brought about by 
the Messianic Kingdom, which is even 
at the door.

Sta.es radiating from any single peak, 
are given in a circular entitled “Gener­ 
al Information Regarding Mount Rain­ 
ier National Park Season of 1913,” just 
issued by the department of the in­ 
terior. 
Mount Rainier National park is situ­ 
ated In western 
Washington about 
ll.l miles southeast of the city of Ta­ 
coma. 
It has an area of 207,300 acres 
and includes Mount Rainier and all its 
approaches. 
Surrounding the moun­ 
tain are beautiful forests of fir and 
cedar, and in the natural parks below 
the snow line are luxuriant fields of 
wild flowers of all colors arid descrip­ 
tions. 
The park Is under the control 
and supervision of the secretary of the 
interior. 
Between and below the glaciers are 
numerous open slopes and valleys, 
which 
are 
covered 
with 
luxuriant 
growths of grasses, sedge and flower­ 
ing plants. 
These parks are diversi­ 
fied by growths of alpine fir and hem­ 
lock and by many small lakes and run­ 
ning streams. They present a pleasing 
contrast to the snowfields and rugged 
peaks by which they are surrounded 
and are greatly admired by visitors. 
Paradise valley is the most frequent­ 
ed of the many parks.
